Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because in Fig. 21 , box 540 has not been identified 
in the specification, specifically at page 49, lines 12-21 . Further, "warning signal 580" 
(page 50, line 14) is not shown in Fig. 21 . Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures.

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 15, 16, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. 

Claims 15 and 27 both claim a "control means" which "restricts" or "allows", 
respectively, establishment of communication with the vehicle traveling in a 
predetermined direction. However, the specification and drawings, specifically pages 
44-46 and Figures 16-18, respectively, do not provide an enabling disclosure of how the 
control section (417) "restricts" or "allows" such communications. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 15 and 27 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
